Sometimes Waste Energy.
This, in brief, is the plan of the

Boy Scout movement. It makes a boy
want to get in and to get ahead. And
it makes the conditions of admission
and advancement such that they are
good for the boy --and other people.

"Occasionally, of course, a boy wastes
some energy. "Last week one of the
"Washington scoutmasters received a
visit from a boy" Just past his twelfth
birthday, and) thus just ellblgle for ad-
mission to his troop. The boy had
owned a scout manual for a year, and
apparently knew it by heart. In ad-
dition to his knowledge, he was armed
with a bundle of written recommenda-
tions that would do credit to an office-seeke- r.

ARMS NOT ALLOWED

IN' T I
Rule Prevents Accidents and

Eliminates Possibility of Any

Militarism in Order.

On account of what is regarded as a
slight misunderstanding of regulations,
regarding firearms for Boy Scouts, the
local council calls attention to the regu-

lation prohibiting the use of firearms by
Boy Scouts or anyone else in a Boy
Scout camp. This regulation emanated
from the National Council in New York,
and is being strictly adhered, to in all
other councils. Mr. Martin, scout com-
missioner, said.

Scoutmasters have pointed out a num-
ber of instances where boys have at-
tempted to bring firearms into carop
and have been compelled to go back
home or send them home before being
permitted to enter the camp. This ap-
plies. Mr. Martin says, not only to the
Boy Scout themselves, but to other
boys associating with ScUuts and means
simply that the Scouts cannot have boy
friends in their camps, who carry flre-'arm- s.

The regulation was provided. It Js de-
clared, to prevent the recurrence of ac-

cidents which have occasionally marred
Bov Scout life In camp, and also to
eliminate "absolutely" any suggestion of
militarism among the boys or tne troop.
Any boy, Mr Martin says, who takes
firearms to a Boy Scout camp Is liable
to dismissal from the organization.

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Sanitary Arrangements at

Camp Archibald Butt -- Are

Pronounced Adequate.

Camp Archibald Butt is to be "some
camp," according to Field Secretary
Frank C. Wood and Scoutmaster Hayes,
who returned from a visit to the place
last week. Especially fine are to be
the sanitary arrangements of the camp.
A space about 200 feet In diameter has
been cleared on the high land back
from the beach, and vcrythlng within
that space is carefully protected against
mosquitoes. If any mosquito ventures
Into the clearing he will bo immediately
sanitized" and will depart forthwith.
At least this Is the statement of Sec-

retary Wood, and he declares he has In-

vestigated and knows all the mosquitoes
In the vicinity of the proposed camp.
The place will be cool, and there Is
ample opportunity for all sorts of scout
activity. The crew, which Is to bore the
artesian wells is expected to go to the
camp within the next few days. This
will provide plenty of pure water.

Arrangements have been made to have
the camp supplied every day with fresh
meat, vegetables, and milk. This Is
furnished by people living near by,
so that all produce comes "right off
the farm." Everything In the line of
vegetables, fruits, and the like will be
delivered dally. This provides a fea-
ture that has not been usual In sum-
mer camps heretofore.

The scoutboat, a thirty-foo- t motor
craft, has been thoroughly overhauled,
repainted, engines taken apart and
everything put Into good condition. It
is now receiving a thorough test of fit-

ness by Secretary Wood. The name has
been changed to the Boy Scout, a
change regarded highly by the officials
of the local council and Dy tne boys.

Already many applications have been
made. Five boys have filed applica-
tions for the first week. The Fecond
week's role is nearly full, however,
and three bos have filed applications
for the entire summer. As It Is still ten
daysto the opening of the camp and
the rush always conies just a lew days
before, the showing Is regarded as ex-
cellent. Secretary Wood says he ex-
pects to have the entire space In the
camp taken up by the opening day.

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New Item of Scout World

Has Proved Its Efficiency on

Several Occasions.

A convenient tent for use In the open
by Boy Scouts has been designed by
the boys of Troop 33, and has already
proved its usefulness on many occa-
sions. It can be made by any scout and
requires no stitching at all. All that is
required Is five .yards of good plquot
sheeting, double width, that is six feet
wide. It costs only 30 cents a vard. or
f1.50 for the whole length. Scouts should
obtain the unbleached sort.

A nt package of Diamond dyes
used according to directions, will tier.
mlt the dyeing of the cloth to any de-
sired color. A dark green or a seal brown
makes the best color for general use.
una pound 01 paranne dissolved, in one
gallon of gasolene provides a proper
sizing solution and when the cloth has
uren uiuruuKniy Qippea in mis ana
drained and dried, it is perfectly water-
proof. The cloth should be dyed before
It is sized. After this, the cloth should
be thoroughly Ironed.

Loops may be placed at the corners
by using an ordinary long shoe string.
passing it through a small hole near
the corner of the cloth and tying It
about the hole. The cloth may be
turned back at the corner and caught
Into the knot to give additional strength.

The completed tent weighs about three
and one-ha- lf pounds. As It will pro-
vide accommodations for four boys it
may be assigned to one of the four, and
other portions of the camp outfit car-
ried by the other three. The tent-pol- es

are ordinary Boy Scout staves.
It is thus seen that all the work may

be done by a scout and at a total ex-
pense of less than $2. If four boys
Join In the making It means an expense
of less than 50 cents each. The tent
may be used for a variety of things:
As a tarpolln to cover supplies ; as a
cloak or poncho on wet days ; as a blan-
ket to place on the wet ground at night
or for any other purpose requiring pro-
tection in wet weather. It has been
tested out by our scouts and found ex-
cellent for a variety of purposes.

Route for Relay Run From

Capital to Chicago Laid

Out by Directors.

Final Instructions for the Boy ScouU
who 'are to take part In th big relay
race from Washington to Chicago have
been Issued and from now until Tues
day morning every "boy will be occa
pled with committing' these to memory
and getting himself into condition for
the event.

After assembly Tuesday morning at
Boy Scout headquarters in the District
building at 8:15, the bys will go to
the White House, where the start will
be made at 9:30. The message will be
delivered by the President to Fred Reed,
one of the highest rank, scouts In the
District The route has been selected
aa follows:

From north porch of White House,
north to Jackson place, bearing left In-
to Connecticut avenue. The way lies
along Connecticut avenue to Farra-g- ut

square. Right Into Seventeenth
street and turn left Into K street and
again right into Connecticut avenue. At
Dupont circle, bear right' halfway
around the circle. At the McClellanl
Monument in fork, bear left, leaving
trolley line. Wind left and right across
long stone bridge (Rock creek). Turn
left on Bradley lane.' At the end of
lane, meet trolley line and turn right
over tne railroad bridge-Throug- h

Bethesda.
Proceed through' Bethesda to black-

smith shop-a- t fork of --road, turn to the
left, .follow trolley" and proceed along
road after trolley turns off to the right,
to the trolley tracks again, then folio
trolley line to court house, on the left.
At RockvilleJ on "arrival at the "cor-
ners," turn right on 'Washington street,
leaving troUey, and follow the poles on
the rough pike. The route then passes
through Gaithersburg, Md., to Clarks-
burg, then to Hyattstown and to Fred-
erick, Md. The boys should reach
Frederick, a distance of not more than
forty-fiv- e miles, at 6 .o'clock at the
latest.

A feature-o- f the run will be the careful-sup-

ervision of the runners. A tele-
gram wUl be sent to the Chicago man-
agement of the athletic carnival when
the first boy leaves the White House
and on. the start of every boy on his
.portion of the relay run. so that the
